RUSSIA’S EXPATRIATES. 
Mr. Root, who 
has 
always 
been 
deeply interested in Russia since his 
own rather sad experience there as 
the head 
of 
an 
American 
mission 
which failed 
to 
accomplish its pur­ 
pose, has written something about the 
Russian situation which is of interest 
although Russia has become rather a 
hackneyed 
subject 
in the minds of 
most Americans. 
He says: 
“The Bolshevist policy has been to 
destroy what they called the ‘bour­ 
geoise,’ 
including 
in 
that term all 
those who, by intellectual superiority, 
by education, by 
energy 
and enter­ 
prise, by capacity for organization or 
administration 
in 
commerce or fin­ 
ance, or manufacture, or any branch 
of production, or in literature or re­ 
ligion have achieved any success lift­ 
ing them 
above 
the 
conditions sur­ 
rounding unskilled manual labor in 
Russia. 
Between 
systematic whole­ 
sale murder, which still continues, and 
exile to escape 
m urder 
there is not 
. much material left in Russia now com­ 
petent to lead in the regeneration of 
government. 
That must be done by 
the men and 
women 
who 
are now 
homeless exiles, and they must be kept 
alive for that great service to humani­ 
ty.” 
This is a phase of the Russian ques­ 
tion to which few have given any at­ 
tention. 
Mr. Root’s idea that these 
Russian exiles have a great work to 
pertorm in Russia a little later and 
that they alone will be able to do this 
work as it should be done is not elab­ 
orated by 
him. 
Rather 
strangely, 
many people in this country have not 
maintained a very friendly attitude to­ 
wards 
these 
Russian 
expatriates, 
many ot whom are men and women of 
ability 
and 
attainments. 
Doubtless 
this arose partly 
from 
the suspicion 
that many of these Russians cherished 
Czarist sentiment^ and also*from the 
undoubted fact that they tended to fo­ 
ment the movement 
for armed inter­ 
vention 
in 
Russia— a movement the 
unwisdom of which has been abun­ 
dantly demonstrated by events. 
That, however, is incidental. It will 
be interesting 
to 
see 
w hether Mr. 
Root’s theory works out or not as to 
the part to be played by these exiles 
in the regeneration of their country. 
While there is doubtless plenty of abil­ 
ity among them, it will seem to many 
people rather 
a violent 
assumption 
that Russia will have to depend upon 
them for almost the entire supply of 
brains that she will need. 
W hatever 
else may be said 
about 
the 
Soviet 
regime, it can scarcely be denied that 
it developed some men of very excep­ 
tional force; and however false may 
have been its principles and however 
complete its failure, it is likely that 
the human 
material 
which has de­ 
veloped under 
it will 
contribute its 
share, and probably the largest share, 
of the new leadership which will take 
the place, sooner 
or 
later, 
of that 
which has prevailed for the past sev­ 
eral years.

further 
steps would very soon become appar­ 
ent to all, while at the same time the 
obstacles which 
have 
hitherto pre­ 
vented the taking ot those steps would 
be eliminated, or at least lessened, by 
the newly awakened public determ ­ 
ination to do anything necessary to 
bring about

plan. 
W hat is Judge Gary’s proposal but 
a restatement of the essentials of the 
Wilson plan— a concert of the nations 
to outlaw 
war? 
W hat is the differ­ 
ence between The Tribune’s proposal 
for “a contingent understanding be­ 
tween the pacific nations” and the 
Wilson plan? 
There is no important 
difference at all. 
They amount to the 
same thing. 
Thus we are coming swiftly to the 
real heart of the problem, and there 
is better and better reason for believ­ 
ing that the 
old 
Bitter-ender crew 
must be sensible by now of something 
resembling dismay. 
It may not be the 
League itself that is looming up, but 
it is something very like the League, 
something which will do exactly what 
the league would have done. 
“ Many 
deprecate or oppose such 
an under­ 
standing,” says The Tribune, “ but it 
seems to appear the 
only 
door to 
peace.” 
Of course It does. 
That has 
been plain every moment of these past 
years. 
Woodrow Wilson wore out his 
heart and his body trying to make the 
country see it. 
Now at last, thanks to 
Mr. Hughes, a time has come when 
newspapers like The Tribune and men 
like Judge Bary can come out openly 
and declare for “Wilsonism.”

FARMERS TO GIVE

agriculture, according to E. A. Lo 
gall, statistician of the federal bu­ 
reau of markets and 
crop 
esti­ 
mates, here. 
Logan already has 
sent out the 
information 
blanks 
asking the farmers their opinions 
on the present situation. 
The question that the farmer 
is 
asked to answer, include the 
fol­ 
lowing topics, acreage of wheat on 
his farm last year and this year; 
what farmers in his vicinity are do­ 
ing with their corn; the farmers* 
attitude toward cattle feeding this 
fall; toward hog 
raising; 
toward 
sheep raising; the number of tann­ 
ers that h a v e declared bankruptcy 
in court, and the farmers’ sugges­ 
tions as to a solution of the pres­ 
ent .situation. 
The fanner also is 
a.'ked iii what way the federal and 
state departments 
of ' agriculture 
tan be of most service to the farm 
er in the present situation. 
Missouri tanners have a record 
cf giving more accurate and intelli- 
fent information 
with 
regard to 
farm conditions 
than 
farmers in 
any other state, according to Stat­ 
istician Logan, who stated that this

A few months ago a 
newspaper man 
visited 
one of the wholesale mar­ 
kets of Swift & Company. 
He wanted to see a re­ 
tailer buy a short loin of 
beef and then watch the 
retailer sell the porter­ 
house and sirloin steaks 
from it over his counter. 
He thought this would 
make a good story. 


The head of the market 
took 
the 
reporter into 
the “cooler'’ where 
he 
showed him a high class 
side of beef. 
W ith 
a 
wooden skewer he marked 
off the short loin and 
said, “That is only 8 per 
cent of the weight of the 
whole side and it is selling 
for four times as much 
as this piece (and 
he 
marked off the “chuck/ 
which is about one-fourth 
of the side of beef)." 


The wide variation in the wholesale price of various 
cuts from the same side of beef is caused largely by 
demand for the so-called choicer cuts. The others are, of 
course, just as wholesome. 


It seems as though more people than ever are 
demanding choicer cuts, and their demand sets the price 
If few people ask for the forequarter cuts, the price of 
forequarters will automatically drop to a figure low 
enough to induce people to buy because of cheapness. 


Even though certain cuts sell for relatively high 
prices, other cuts, due to '.ack of demand, sell so low that 
our profit from all sources over a period of five > ears 
averaged only a fraction of a cent a pound. 


It is competition between consumers for the choice 
cuts that keeps prices for those cuts relatively high; an 
equalizing demand for all parts of the carcass would 
benefit producer, packer, retailer and consumer. 


Our average wholesale selling price of all products 
has fallen about 40 per cent since September 1920.
